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News of the Quarter. 





Our budget of novelties for this quarter is both long and interesting, owing to this feature 
of our paper having been omitted from our January issue. Of other items of interest we must 
not forget to mention the collection of postage stamps to be sold by auction at the salerooms 
of Messrs. Geo. Leavitt & Co., Clinton Hall. The collection consists of the selected stock of a 
bankrupt dealer, and will doubtless be appreciated by amateurs desirous of completing their 
collections, as many rare stamps are catalogued. Of new issues we chronicle the following : 

Braziu.—The illustrations which head this page makes any description of the new stamps 
superfluous, excepting to state that the profile portrait is that of the emperor, and to note the 
colors which are as follows: 50 reis, blue; 100 reis, sea-green; 200 reis, rose. 





Avstria.—Our old acquaintance from this country, with head of Mercury, has been im- 
proved by adding the value in the blank space below, and the color has been changed to 
1g kreuzer, peacock blue. 

NataL.—Above we give a picture of the new half penny stamp, which replaces the one 
surcharged for that value so long in use ; 14 penny, green. 

GREAT BRITAIN.—The two pence announced over a year ago has at last been put in circu- 
lation ; 2 pence, dull rose. It is accompanied by a new value 5 pence, blue-black. A new 
set are in preparation which will be quite a novelty in the stamp line; it will consist of nine 
values of which three will be of the present shape, while three will be long like bill stamps 
and three octagon, all perforated. The 14 p. and 244 p. now in use will be retained. 

Mexico.—This country has added a new value to its set of postals; 4 centavos, dull red. 

Fij1 IsLANDS.—The six penny stamp has new been issued with the V. R. engraved instead 
of surcharged; 1 penny, blue; 6 pence, carmine; 1 shilling, green. 

Hone KonG.—Regularly printed 5 and 10 cent stamps, same design as others of the set, 
have at last replaced the surcharged varieties so long in use. The 10 dollar revenue stamp 
has been surcharged ‘‘12 cents” to do duty as a postal; 5 cents, blue; 10 cents, violet; 12 
cents, black and rose. 

LABUAN.—Has issued another value of the same design ; 10 cents, brown. 
UruGcuay.—For some unexplained reason the le of this country has been superseded 
(temporarily let us hope) by a lithographed copy of it; 1 centavo, pale brown. 

Porto Rico.—As usual with the Spanish colonies the new year brought a new set of 
stamps. The design is the same as last year’s, the date and money being altered, now the 
values are given in cents and mils of the peso. The colors and values are % mil de peso, 
claret; 1 mil de peso, violet; 2 mil de peso, carmine; 4 mil de peso, green; 6 mil de peso, 
plumb; 8 mil de peso, blue; 1 cent de peso, green; 2 cent de peso, lake; 3 cent de peso, brown; 
5 cent de peso, blue; 8 cent de peso, brown; 10 cent de peso, slate; 20 cent de peso, olive. 

Cuba.—Again last year’s type has been adhered to with the date and money altered, the 
values and colors are as follows: the 2c not having been issued to the public so far; 1 cent de 
peso, green; 2 cent de peso. carmine; 24¢ cent de peso, brown ; 5 cent de peso, blue; 10 cent 
de peso, brown; 20 cent de peso, red brown. 

VictoRIA.—A new and greatly improved design has been put in use for this value. Profile 
of Queen Victoria to left, vicrorIA above, TWO PENCE below, color brown. 

SERVIA.—Annexed we give a list of the new issue for this country: 5 centimes, green ;*10 
centimes, carmine; 20 centimes, orange; 25 centimes, blue; 50 centimes, brown; 1 dinar, lilac. 
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RAPPEEPLA.—The annexed cut give the designs of this the latest issue for an Indian State; 
2 annas, green; 4 annas, red. 

NowanvueGur. Has now three new stamps, 1 docra. rose; 2 docra, yellow; 3 docra, 

Treen. 
Costa Rica.--The lr. blue stamp is now surcharged in red, with a large numeral 2 with 
cts. below. 

Ecuabor-—A new set engraved by the American Bank Note Co. is now in use ‘in this 
country. The design remains the same as heretofore, but is worked up with various tasteful 
borders into an elegant set. The colors and values are, 1 centavo, brown; 2 centavos, lake; 
5 centavos, blue ; 10 centavos, orange; 20 centavos, slate; 50 centavos, green. 

LIBERIA.—A new set of stamps has been issued for this country. They have been made by 
taking a new transfer from the old stones and altering the values, a more wretched looking lot 
of stamps it would be hard to imagine. The colors and values are, 1 cent, blue; 2 cents. lake; 
6 cents, purple; 12 cents, yellow; 24 cents, carmine. 

St. Dominco.—Almost on a par with last is the new set for this island. The set extended 
far beyond the wants of the country has been made with special regard to the number whieh 
could be sold here, we find every imaginable variety rung on each value of the set which is 
as follows: 1 centavo, green; 2 centavos, vermilion; 5 centavos, blue; 10 centavos, rose; 20 
centavos, bistre; 25 centavos, violet; 50 centavos, orange : 75 centavos, ultramarine: 1 peso, 
gold. 

TRANSVAAL.—Same design as current series; 44 penny, vermilion. 

Cyrprus.—We have just received from this island a new stamp surcharge on the old English 
penny, CYPRUS HALF PENNY in two lines; 14 penny, black on red. 

EASTERN ROUMELIA.— Two stamps have been issued for this province. The design is the 
same as the current Turkey, with the name repeated on all four sides of the crescent in the 
various languages spoken there, French, Turkish, Russian and Greek ; 5 paras, black and sage 
green; 10 paras, black and green; 20 paras, black and rose; 1 piastre, blue and black; 5 
piastres, rose and blue. 
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CuiL1.—The colors of the 1 and 2 centavo stamps, are to be altered to the following colors: 
green ard blue. There has been a slight change in the design of the 5c. See illustration. 

GamBia.—The 4 and 6 pence are now issued perforated, and the set is completed by the 
addition of the 1 shilling, green. 

Frencu Coionres.—The 20c. of the current French design, is now printed in red on apple 
green for use in these islands, it is unperforated as usual. 

PortTuGAL.—The forerunner of the new series is now before us; the design is the same as 
the 25r. but has PORTUGAL-CONTINENTE above. 

SWITZERLAND.—A new series is in preparation with a standing figure for the high values, 
and a large numeral under the Swiss cross for the low ones. 

St. VincenT.—The 6 p. stamp has been perforated down the middle and each half sur- 
charged 1 d. for use as stamps of that value. There is also a regular issue of the 1 p. printed 
in green.
